HUD Secretary Pierce gives reasons 
Blacks should support Ronald Reagan

The economy is the main 
reason why Black voters 
should support the candidacy 
of President Ronald W. Reagan 
according to U.S. Secretary of 
Housing and Urban Deyelop- 
ment (HUD) Samuel R Pierce 
Jr. 

“The economy has turned 
around since 1981," Pierce toid 
The CALL & POST. "Blacks are 
beginning to get a bigger piece 
of pie economically.” 

Pierce mers out that 


“Since the recovery began in 
1982, there have been 6.7 mil- 
lion new jobs created. Three 
million of those jobs went to 
women, one million to Blacks, 
and 700,000 to Hispanics.” 

Pierce was in Columbus 
Monday Aug. 6, as a guest of 
the Columbus Fair Housing 
Committee to drum up support 
fora Reagan-sponsored 
amendment to the Fair Hous- 
ing Law. The new amendment 
would stiffen the penalty for 
violators of the Fair Housing 
Law. 


The current law stipulates 
that a person found guilty of 
violating the law could be fined 
up to $1,000 

The new amendment calls 
for a first offense fine of up to 
$50,000 and a second offense 
fine of up to $100,000. Cori- 
gressional action Is expected 
early next year and Pierce 
thinks the amendment has a 
good chance of being adopted. 

Regarding Black support of 
President Reagan, Pierce said 
“It is good for Biacks to have a 
sound economy. colews are 


beginning to turn around and | 
think Blacks should support 
Reagan so that the turnaround 
can continue.” 

Pierce said he thought it 
unwise for Blacks to always 
vote for Democrats.

Rev. Jesse Jackson should take a walk on Democratic 
Presidential candidate Walter Mondate. it is becoming 


increasingly obvious that the party wants and needs his’ 


help but is totally unwilling to give Jackson anything, 
including his self-respect. Rev. Jackson can find a histori- 
cal parallel in Cleveland to determine the most beneficiat 
course he can take. 

In 1968 Black Democrats in Cleveland wanted to name 
their own candidate for inclusion in.the heirarchy of the 
party but instead of accepting the choice of Blacks, the 
party chose to name its own person to represent Black 
interests. ‘ 

Black leaders, lead by Carl B. Stokes, formed the 21st 
District Caucus and endorsed a few Republicans. 

Perhaps it’s a far fetched notion to suggest that Rev. 
Jackson endorse President Ronald Reagan given the ideo- 
logical differences between them. However, for Jackson to 
go hat in hand to Waiter Mondale and the Democrats and 
not even get a thanks is equally as bad. 

All of the moral victories that the “Rainbow Coalition” 
claims are hollow ones. The "Rainbow" planks fought forin 
the Democratic platform were defeated, and talk about 
raising the consciousness of the party is self-serving. 

‘Mondale's anemic candidacy needed the boost of Rep. 
Geraldine Ferraro as the vice presidential running mate 
and the “Rainbow Coalition” had a lot less to do with creat- 

the proper atmosphere than did the National Organiza- 
tion of Women, the last of a long time of pressure groups 
that Mondale caved in to. 

Rev. Jackson's claim to represent Blacks was validated 
by the support he received at the polls during his quest of 
the presidential nomination. But his inability to extract 
from the party any reforms of significance, or to place 
Blacks in position of authority in the Mondale-Ferraro 
campaign, detracts from any claim of leadership. 

‘There are a-number of things that Jackson could do 
instead of campaigning including raising funds to cover 
outstanding campaign expenses. 

It would be far better for Jackson to use his time to 
galvanize the “Rainbow Coalition” into a permanent politi- 
cal entity, than be a lackey for the Democratic party. 


The cost of justice 


Some folks will call it justice, but really it was just a waste 
of taxpayers’ money, to try Dr. Edward Jackson in Cincin- 
nati for a string of rapes which took place in Columbus 
between 1975 and 1978. 

Jackson had already been convicted of rape in an earlier 
trial in Akron, and had been sentenced to 191 to 665 years 
in prison. 

‘The Cincinnat trial took over a month, with two days of 
jury deliberations, to convict Jackson of 26 charges of rape, 
aggravated burglary and related sex crimes. The former 
Columbus physician received a 91 to 320-year sentence. 

Under Ohio law was there a need to have the Akron rape 
sentences served concurrently? If not, the entire cost of the 
second trial was unnecessary. The trauma of a nearly for- 
gotten nightmare was relived by each of the victims whose 
testimony was necessary to convict Jackson. 

Jackson is eligible for parole in 10 years under his first 
conviction, but that was no reason to spend the tremend- 
ous amount of money to try him for another series of 
crimes. Jackson argued in both trials that he was insane 
when he committed the crimes. 

What parole board would have the unmitigated gall to put 
a Jackson back on the streets where he might go “insane” 
ahd start raping people again. 

Besides, given the nature of Ohio's penal institutions, 
rape will be a dirty word to the doctor after a few months on 
the range.

Bonita Guilford isjust such a 
person and she was asked to 
assist on a task force in 1979.

Group sponsor, a Parent Vis- 
itor (visiting new mothers in 
area. hospitals), and a Parent 
Connection Line Volunteer 
{answering a 24-hour crisis 
hotline for parents in stress). 

During the day, Bonita works 
at Action for. Children. Her 
original vocational intent, after 
majoring in home economics 
at-Tu Institute .was to 
teach the subject but she 
switched careers and became 
a buyer at JC Penney’s. When 
her middle child was born 

-prematurely, Bonita realized, “I 
could not have a fast-paced 
career and a ‘premie’ at the 
same time.” Her child was in 
the hospital for three months. 
To keep from concentrating on 
her child's illness, she tempor- 
arily went to work part time at 
Action For Children as a nutri- 
tion monitor. Five years later, 
she is still employed there, 
fulltime. 

Guilford is able to help child- 
ren in her work. She often 
recommends health and dental 
programs to low income or 
ADC families when she visits 
day care homes. She's also 
been known to carry Parents 
Anonymous flyers for distribu- 
tion as well, In monitoring 
nutrition programs in the 
homes, Guilford has not come 
across any real problems of 
‘child neglect. She concludes 
from that, "Since the majority 
of children we see are from low 
income homes, perhaps the 
neglect that would be present 
is lessened by the fact that 
mothers can place the child in 
a day car ehome and know the 
child is fed nutritious meals.”

Serving Olympic athletes 
a challenge ARA executive 
tells newspaper publishers 


PHILADELPHIA-When your 
job is managing the tood ser- 
vice for 10,000 Olympic ath 
letes, coaches and support 
staff, you begin preparing 
nearly two years in advance, 
according to Faye Clarke, vice- 
president in charge of Olympic 
Food Services in Los Angeles 
for ARA Services, the company 
providing the food and trans- 
portation services for the ath- 
lates at the 1984 summer 


games. 

Clarke told the National 
Newspaper Publishers Associ- 
ation at Philadelphia's Adams 
Mark Hotel recently that she 
would supervise a staff of 3000 
per service workers who will 

repara pare than a million 
Bete at Olympic yillage 
locations on the campuses of 
USC, UCLA and the U. of Cali- 
fornia at Santa Barbara. 

“ARA began planning for the 
Olympics in the summer of 
1982,” Clarke said. “But my job 
was made easier becuase of 
the expertise within my com- 
partly that | could call upon. 
We've been serving the Olym- 
pics since Mexico City in 1968. 
Los Angeles will be our tenth 
Olym, pic event.” 


In addition to her own mam- 
moth responsibilities of 
recruiting and training 3000 
food service workers and mak- 
ing sure ARA will cater to a 
wide variety of international 
tastes that would greet her at 
the Olympics, Clarke also did 
duty last August when the 
company provided the food 
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service at the Pan American 
Games in Venezuela and in 
February when ARA catered 
the Winter Olympics in 
Yugoslavia. 

Clarke joined ARA as a per- 
sonnel administrator in 1969 
and has held a variety of 
increasingly responsible man- 
agement positions within the 
company. But the responsibil- 


ity of overseeing the feeding of « 


the Olympic athletes in Los 
Angels, which she was given in 
late 1982, is one of the most 
challenging in her career. 

“One of my first tasks was to 
develop: menus to accommo- 
date the 150 national Olympic 
committees on their food pret- 
erapees or unusuel requests,” 
Clarke told the publishers, 
“and | quickly learned a great 
deal about the variety of inter- 
national tastes that we have to 
satisfy.” 

Clark is serving kimchi 
(pickled raw vegetables) to the 
Koreans, cous cous, a rice 
dish, for the northern African 
nations and chevre, goat's milk 
cheese for several countries. 

Olympic athletes consume 
an average of 5,000 calories a 


day, Clarke said, compared to” 


a 1200 calorie intake of the 
average person. And there is 
plenty for the athletes in Los 
Angeles to choose from. The 
typical meal includes four hot 
entrees, five vegetables, 14 dif- 
ferent salads, two soups, 10 
types of bread and rolls, and a 
wide variety of cheeses and 
fresh fruits. 

“As publishers,” Clarke told 
the group, “you might be inter- 
ested in the fact that the aver- 
age athlete at the 1976 Olym- 
pics in Montreal consumed 14 
pieces of fresh fruit daily. 

“We're very fortunate that 
the games are being held in 
Los Angeles because in 
Southern California there is an 
abundance of fresh fruit and 
just about every other kind of 
produce we need,” she said. 

Clarke's shopping list for the 
Games includes 420,000 
pounds of meat, 468,000 
pounds of fruit, 96,000 loaves 
of bread, afd 623,000 cartons 
of mitk, So it Is highly untikely 
any athlete will go home 
hungry. )
